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A ſhort Hiſtorical Eſſay, touching General Conncils , Creeds, and 
Impoſition in Religion. 


HE Chriſtian Relivion, as firſt Inſtituted by our Bleſſed Saviour 
was the greateſt ſecurity-to Magiſtrates by the Obedience which ir 
taube, and was ficted to enjoy no leſs ſecurity rnder them by a PraQtice 
conformable to that Do&rine. For our. Saviour himſelf, not pretending 
co an Earchly Kinzdom, took ſuch care therefore eo inſtru his follow- 
ers in'the due Subje&ion ro Governours ; thar, while they obferyed his 
| Preceprs, they could neither fall under any Jealouſy of State as an ambirt- 
ous and dangerous Party, nor 8s MalefaQors upon any other account dz- 
ſerve to ſuffer under the Publick Severity : So that in this only ir could: 
ſeem pernicious ro Government that Chriſtianity, if rightly exerciſed upon 
its own Principles, would render all Magiftracy uſeleſs. But although 
he, who was Lord of all, and to whom all Power was given both in Heaven 
and in Earth, was nevertheleſs contented tocome in the form of a Ser- 
vant, and to let the Emperours and Princes of the World alone with the 
uſe of their Dominions ; he thought it good reaſon to retain his Relipi- 
on under his own cognizance and exempt its Authority from their juriſ- 
dition. In this alone he was imperious, and did not only praQiſe it him- 
ſelf againſt the Laws and Cuſtoms then received, and in the face of the Ma- 
Siirate ; but continually ſeaſoned and hardened his Diſciples in the ſame 
confidence and obſtinacy. He tells them, They ſhall be brought before Kings 
and Goyermours for bis name but fear them not, he will be with them, bear 
them out and juſtifie ic againft all Oppoſition, Not that he allowed 
them hereby to violate their duty co the Publick by any reſiſtance in defi- 
ance of the Mapiſtracy ; but he inftruQted and animated-them in their du- 
ty to God, in deſpight of Suffering. 

In. this manner Chriſtiznity did at firſt ſet out and accordingly found 
reception. For although our Bleſſed Say'our, having ful$lled all Righte- 
ouſneſs 8nJ the time of his Miniſtery beirg compleated, did by his Death 
ſet the Seal to his DoArine, and ſhew the way coward Life and Immor- 
eality co ſuch as Believing imitate his Example : yer: did not the Heathen 
Megiſtrate take che Government'to be concerned in the point of Religion 
or upon chat account conſent to his Execution; Pontius Pilate, then Go- 
vernour of 7«dea, though he were a man unjuſt and cruel by Nature, and 
ſerved Tiberzs, the molt tender, jeafous, and ſevere. in point of State or 
Prerogatiye, of all the Romane Emperours; though he underſtood that 
great Multitudes followed. him, and that he was grown the Head of a 
new Sed that was.never before h:ard of in the Nation, yet did nor be in- 
cermeddle, Bur they were the men of Religion, the Chict Prieſts, Scribes 
and Elders and the High. Prieſt Caiaphas, And yet, although they ac- 
. euſed. him falſly, That he.tawght That Tribate was. not to be given toCzlar 
thic 
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that he was 2 Fifth Monarch and made linſelf 4 King, ane (as it is uſu- 
al for ſome of the Clergy co terrifie the inferiour Magiftrates out of their 
duty to Juſtice under pretence of Loyaltyto the Prince ) threatned Pilate 
that if be let that may go he was not Ceſars friend, he underflandirp that 
they did it out of Envy, and that the Juſtice: and Innocence of our Saviour 
was what they could not bear with, would haye adventured all their 
Informing at Court, and firſt have freed him ard then have exchanged him 
for Baryabas ; ſaying, that he found no fault in him : but he was overborne 
at laſt by humane weakneſs and poorly imagined that by waſhing his own 
hands he had expiated himfelf and wiped off the guilt upen thoſe alone 
who were th occaſion. But, as for Tiberius himſelt, the growth of Chri- 
Ktianicy did never increaſe his cares of Empire at Rome, nor trouble his 
ſleep at Capree : but he both approved of: the Do@rine, and threatned 
the Informers with Death ; nor would haye Raid there, but atrempted, 
according tothe way of their Superſtition,. upon the inte/ligence he had 
from Pilate, to have received Chriſt into the number of their Deities. The 
Perſecution of the Apoſtles after his Death, and the Martyrdome of Ste-- 
pben happened not by the incerpofing of the Civil Magiſtrate in the mat» 
ter of Religion, or any diftarbance occafioned by their DoRrines : bur 
2roſe from the High-Prieſt and his emiſſaries, by ſuborned Wirtnefles, 
fiirringup the rabble in a brutiſh and riotous manner to execute their cru» 
ety. How would the modern Clergy have taken and repreſented ir, had 
they lived in thetime of St. Fob Baptiſt and ſeen Jeruſalem, Fudea 4nd 
alk the Region round aboxt Jordan go ont tobe baptized by him | Yet thac 
Herod, . for any thing we read in Scripturs, though he wanted not his in- 
Riſlers, apprehended'no Commotion : and had- not Caligals baniſhed him 
and his Heyodsas together, might in all appearance have lived without any 
change of Government. "Twas ſhe that canſed oby*s Impriſonment for. 
the convenience of her Inceſt, Hered indeed feared him, but rather reye- 
renced him, 4s 4 juſt man, and an holy, obſerved him and when be heard him he. 
did many things and beard him gladly. Nor could all her ſubrilry have ca- 
ken off bis Head, bue char Herod chought bimfelf under the obligations 
of a Dance andan Oath, and knew nor in that Caſe they ought both to 
be diſpenſed with. But he was exceeding ſorry at bis death, which few Prin- 
ces are if men haye livedto their Jealoufie or danger. The Killing of 7ames 
and Impriſonment of Peter by that other Herod was becauſe be ſaw he pleaſed. 
the people; when the Prieſts had once ſer them on madding : a Complai- 
ſance to which the moſt innocent may .be expoſed, but which partakes- 
more of guile than Civility or Wiſdome. | 

' - Bat, co find out what the difintereſled. and prudentmen of thoſe dayes. 
took. to be the wiſeſt and only juſtifiable way for the 'Magiftrate copro- 
ceed in upon matters of Religion, 1.cannot fee any thing mort pregnanr 
than the concurrent Judgment of three Perſons, ef ſo difterert CharzQers, .

That they ſhould take keed ro themſelves 
what :bey intended to do with thoſe men and let them alone, for Fl thy” couns 
ſel, ſaith he, or this work be of men,it will come to nozght, but if it be of God 
you caunct overthrow it, leſt ye be ſound fighting wits God. © $0 that his 'Opi- 
nion grounded upon his beſt experience, was that the o.herwiſe unvlame- 
able Se& of Chriſtianicy might ſately and ought to be left to (tand or fall 
by Gods Providence under a free Toleration of the Magiſtrate. The 
Second was Galtio, ARs 18. A Riman, and D:puty of Achaia, The Few 
at Coriuth-hurricd Paul before hs Tribuna!, lying the uſual eharge againſt 
him, That he perſwaded men tg Worſhip God contrary to the Law: which 
Gallio looked upon as ſo flight and without his Cogn'zance, that, aſthongh 
moſt Judges sre willing to increaſe the JuriſdiQion of their Courts, He 
drave them away, ſaving Panl the labour of a defence, and to'd them, 1f 
it were 4 maiter of wrong or withed lewdneſs, reaſon wonld inat he ſhould 
bear with them, but if it be 4 queſtion of words and namet and of your law, 
leok. ye toit I will be no judge of ſuch matters: and when he hid ſo ſaid, 
Paul nas releaſed, but rhe Greeks that were preſent cook Barrabas, and be- 
fore the Judg nent Seat beat Soiihenes the Chief Ruler of the Synagogue, 
and Ring leader of the Accuſers. His Judgme: t therefore was chat, to 
puniſh Chriſtians m-erly fo: their D:Rine ard PrafQtiſe, unleſs they were 
Malefa&ors otherwiſ:, was a thing .out of the Magiſtrates Proyince and al- 
together unreaſonable, The Third caſe was no leſs remirkible, For one 
Demetrius, that was a Silyer-ſmich by crade and m-de ſhrines for Diana, 
ſtirred up all the Free-men of his Company agai:ft Paul, and indeed he 
Raced the matter very fairly and honeſtly, ailigning the crue Reaſon of 
moſt of cheſe Perſecutions : Te know that by ith:s crafr we have our wealth, 
but that by Pauls Preaching that they be no Geds which are made with bands, 
not only our Craft is in danger to be ſet at naught, but alſs the Temple of 
the great Goadeſs andher Aagnificence, whom all Alia and the World Wor- 
ſhip, (hould be deſpiſed and deſtroyed. And it is conliderable that even the 
7ews, though of a contrary Religion yet, fomented, as it uſual'y chances, 
this difference and egg*d the Epheſians on againſt the Apoſtle and his fol- 
lowers. But when chey had brought Alexander, one of Pan!'s Compani- 
ons into the Theatre, the Recorder of Epheſus (more temperate and wiſe 
than ſome won!d haye been in that Office ) would not make any Inquiſi- 
#104 upon the matter, nor put Alexander upon his tryal and defehce, bur, 
(a'though he himſelf could not have born that Office wichout. being a 
great Diunift, as he d:clared roo in his diſcourſe) he tells the People, They

That it is muctzr of right and 
wrong betwixt msn and man that the Juſtice of Government lookes roo: - 
but char, while Chriſtianity was according to its own Principie carried on 
quietly, it might fo fall that che diſturbers of it were guilty of a Riot and - 
their great Cicy of Zph-ſus deſerve to be fin'd for't. And taking this to have

Aﬀeer theſe Teſtimonies which I have colleRed. out of the Hiſtory of 
the 4s, as of greateſt Authority, I ſhall only add one or two more ous 
of the ſame Book, wherein Pax likew:;ſe-was concern'd before Heathen Ma- 
giltrates of greater eminence, As 23.. Ananias the High Prieſt (theſe al- 
wayes were the men) having countenanc'd and inſtigated the Fews to a Cor - 
ſ;iracy, in which Paxl's Life was indanger'd and aim*dat Z)/i the chief 
Captain of feraſa/em interpoſes and ſends him away to Felix then Gover» 
nour of 7adea ; lignifyi-g by Letter That he had been accuſed on:y of queſii-' 
ons of thiir Law, bit be found nothing to: be [aid to his Charge wors : 
thy of Death or of -Eonds. Whereof Felix alſo, though the High-Prieſt 
was ſo zealous in the Proſecution that he took the journey on purpoſe, and 
h:d infiructed an ex:,uifite Orator Tertu/lxs to harangue Pax! out of bis - 
| Life, as a Peſtilent- fellow, @ mover of Sedition and Ring-leader of the Set of 
the Nazairenes, not omitting eyento charge Ly/as for reſcuing him by great 
wi0'ence from ;heing Murdered by them, was io well ſatisfied of the contra- 
ry upon-full hearing, that he gave him his Libery and a Centurion for his 
ganrd, with command that none of his acquaintance ſhould be debarr'd from 
comming. and Miniftring to hime But being indeed toteave his Government 

afterwards ; /eft him in Priſen , partly to ſhew the exys and their High: Prieſt 
another piece « f complaiſant Policy, which; *cis patlible they paid well for, 
ſeeing the other :reaſon yas, becauſe rhough he had ſent for Paul rhe ofener 
und comnuned with hm, in bapes that be would have gives him money to. be 
diſcharged, therecame.noth ng of it. Which wasſo-baſe athing in ſo great 
a Miniiier, that the meanz{t Juſtice of the Peace in. England would ſcarce

Ard thence forward Ct riſtianity for about Three hundred Years lay ſub- 
jeR ro Perſecution. For the Gentile Prieſts could not but obferve a great 
decay in their Pariſhes, a negle& of their Sacrifices and diminution of 
t: cir Profits by the daily and viſible increaſe of that Religion, And Grd 
in his wiſe Providence had ſo ordered that, as the Jews already ſo, the 
Heathens now having fil'd up their meaſure with iniquity, Sprinkling the 
Bled of his Saints ameng their Sacrifices, and the Chriſtians having in a 
ſevere Apprentiſhip of ſo many Apes Learned the Trade of Suffering, they 
ſhould at faſt be their own Maſters and admitted to their Freedom. Nei- 
ther yer, even in thoſe times when they lay expoſed ro Perſecution, were- 
they wichout ſome Intervalls and catching ſeafons of Tranquility, where- 
in the Churches had leiſure ro reap conſiderable advantage, and the Clergy 
t00 might have been inured, as they had been Exemplary under AMiRion 
ſo, to bear themſelves like Chriſtians when they ſhould arrive at a full proſpe- 
rity. For as oft as there came a juſt Hearbes Emperour and a lover of 
Mankind , that either himſelf obſerved, or underſtood by the Go- 
vernours of his Provinces, the innocence of their Religion and Pra- 
ices, their readineſs to pay Tribute, their Prayers for his Government 
and Perfon, their faithful Service in his Wars, but their Chriſtian va- 
lour and contumacy co Death, under the moſt exquifite Torments , for _ 
cheir holy profeſſion ; he forthwith relented , he rebated the Sword of the 
Executioner, and could not find in his hearc or in bis power to excerciſe it a- 
gainſt the exerciſe of that Religion, Ie being demonſtrable that a Religion in- 
ſituted upon Juſtice betwixt man and man. Love to one another, yea even 
their Enemies , Obedience to the Magiſtrate in all Humane and Moral Mat- 
ters, andin Divine Worſhip upon a conſtant exerciſe thereof and as conſtant 
Suffering in that Cauſe, withouc any pretence or latitude for Reliſtanee, can- 
not, ſolong as itisrrue oitſelf in theſe things , fall within the Mapilirates 
Juriſdition. |

149. inſtead of ſtilling by more prudent Me- 
thodsthis new Controverſy , took, doubileſs with a very good intention, a 
courſe that bath feldom been ſucceſsful : makes himſelf judg of that wherein ke 
had firſt been the Party, and calling to him ſome others of his Clergy , 'would 
needs ſit in publick to | a ſolemn ſer Diſputatien about the whole Matter. 
And while .4rr:#s was-at it Tooth and Nail againſt his oppoſers , and the Ar- 
gSuments flew ſo thick that they darkned the Air , and no Man could yet judg 
which {ide ſhould have the victory ; the good Bilhop for his part ſate. hay now 
hay, neither could tell in his Conſcience of a long time which had the berter 
of it ; but ſometimes he lean'd on one lide and then on the other, and now in- 
couraged and commended thoſe of one party , and preſently the-contrary , but 
at laſt by his own weight he caſt the Scales againſt Arris. And from rhence 
forward he excommunicating Arrizs for obſtinacy , and Arriz« writing in be- 
half and his followers to the Bilhops, each one ſtating his own and bis adver-

But the Clergy having got this once in the wind , there was no beating the 
off the ſcent. Which induced Conſtantine to think the convening of this Coun- 
cil the only remedy to theſe Diſorders. And a woful ado he had, with them 
when they were met to manage and keep them in any tolerable' degoruw. It 
ſeemed like an Ecclefiaſtical Cock-pit, and a man might have laid wagers either + 
way : the two parties contendingin good earneſt either for the. truth or the vi- 
tory , but the more unconcerned, like cunning'Betcers , ſate judicioufly hedg- 
ing, and ſo ordered their matters that which lide ſoever,prevail*d, they would 
be ſure to bethe Winners. They were indeed a moſt venerable Aſſembly, com- 
poſed of ſome holy , ſome grave, ſome wiſe, and ſome of chem learned Per- 
ſons : and Conſtantine bad fo charitably, burnt the' accyſatiovs they intended a- 
gainſt-one agother , which might otherwiſe, have depopulated and diſpiriced che 
Council, that all of them may, be preſumed in one or other reſpect to have made

a'great CharaQer,” BurtTobſerve Sox, 1, 1.c. 16. that theſe great Biſhops, al- 
rhough they only hadthe decilive*yoices , yet thought fit to bring along with 
them certain men that were cunning at an, Argument, to be auxiliary to them 
when it came to hard and tough Diſpucarion , belide that they had their Prieſts 
and Deacons ready ar a dead lift always to afliſt 1hem : So that their underſtand- 
ings ſeem'dro befequeſter*d , and for their dayly, Faith , they depended upon 
'what their Chap!ains would allow them. And'in that quality Athanaſizxs there 
waited upen Alexander, being his Deacon, (for as yet it ſeems Arch-biſhops 
nor Arch-deacons were invented, ) . And it is not improbable that Arhanaſins 
having ſo early perſonared the Biſhop, and ſeeing the declining age of Alex- 
ander , would be careful that .4r7izs thould not ſtep be:wixt him and home up- 
on vacancy , but did his beſt againſt him ro barr vp bis way, as it ſhortly after 
happened; Athanaſius ſucceeding after the Council in the See of Alexandria. 
In the meantime you may imagine that Zypoftaſis, Perſona, Subſtantia , Sub- 
ſiſtentia, Eſſentia , Coeffentials , Conjubjianiialw , Ante ſecula Coeter- 
215 , &c. wereby ſo many difputants pick'd to rite very bones, and thoſe too 
broken afterwards to come1to the marrow of Divinity. And never had Cor- 
ſtantine in his life ſo hard a-task as to'bring them to any rational reſults ; week: 
ly and patiently , Enſeb. L.3.c. 13, de vit3 Colt. s/;*ning to every one , taking 
each Man's epimon. and without the acrem.ony with which it was delivered, help- 
ing each party where they diſagreed , reconciling them bydegrees when they were 
in the fierceft Con:ention, conferring with ther, a part courteouſly and mildly, tel- 
ling them what was his own epinion of the matter : Which though ſome 'excep- 
'tious perſons may alleadgeto have-been againſtthe nature of a Free Council, 
yetrvly unleſs he had raken thar courſe, I cannot tmagine how pollibly he could 
ever have brouglit them ro any concluſion, And thus this firſt, great, Gene- 
ral Council of - Nice, with which the world had gone bg ſo long, and which 
-Took'd ſo big upon all Chriſtendom , at laſt was brought in bed ,- and after a 
very hard labor de.iver'd of Homoonſtos. 
-. They all ſubſcribed tothe New Creed, except ſome ſeventeen, who it ſeems 
| had rather ro be Hereticksthen Biſhops, For now the Anaibema's were pub- 
Tithed', and whoever Feld the contrary was to be punilh'd by Deprivation and 
Baniſhment, all Arria, books to be burned , and whoever ſhould be diſcover'd 
10 conceal any of Arri» his writings, to dye for it. But it fared very well 
with thoſe who were not ſuch fools as to own his opinion, All they were enter- 
ciin'dby the Emperor ata magritficent Feaſt , receiv'd from his hand rich Pre- 
-ferts,: and were honorably' diſmiſt, with Letters recommending their great 
-Abilities'and performance tothe Provinces, and injoyning the Nicexe Creed to 
be henceforth obſerved, With-thiat ftroke'of the Pen: Socr. 1. 1, c. 6, For 
what three hundred Biſhops have agreed on, ( a thing indeed extraordinary ) 
0:4ght not to be otherwiſe conceiv'd of then a; the decree of God Almighty, eſ- * 
pecrally: ſeeing the Holy Ghoſt did: fit upon the winds of ſuch and ſo excellent 
men, andopen'd his divine will to them, So that they went I'trow with' ample 
fatisfaRtion; . and.,"as they could not but take the. Emperor for a very civil , ge- 
. ner0us 
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-nerous, and obliging Gentleman , ſo they thought the better of themſelves 
from that day forward. And how budge mult they look when they returned 
back to their Dioceſles , -having every one of 'm been. a principal limn'of. the 
eAcumenical , Apoſtolical ,' Cathelick,, Orthodox Council! When the Cata- 
chreſtical ricles of the Church and the Clergy were ſo appropriate to, them by 
cuſtom , that the Chriſtian people had relinquilhed or forgotten; their claim; 
when every Hare that croſſed their way homeward was a Schiſmatick oran Fe- 
retick , and if their Horſe ſtumbled with one of them, he incurr'd an Ana- 
thema. Well ic was that thei: journeys laid ſo many ſeveral ways, for they 
were grown-ſo cumberſom and great, that the Emperor's hig'\way. was roo 
narrcw for any. two of them , and there could have been no paſſage without the 
removal of a Biſhop, But ſoon after the Council was over , Euſebius the Bi- 
ſhop of Nicomedia, and Theogns the Biſhop of Nice, who were already re- 
moved both by baniſhment and rwo others pur in their places, were quickly re- 
ſtor'd vpon their petition : wherein they ſuggeſted the cauſe of their not Sign- 
ing to have been only, becauſe they rhoughtithey could not with a ſafe conſci- 
ence ſubſcribe the Anachema againit 4rri#s , appearing to them both by; his 
writings , bis diſcourſes, and Sermons that they had been auditors of , nor ro 
be guilty of thoſe errors. As for Arri himſelf, rhe Emperor quickly wrote 
to hin, Jr « now aconſiderable time ſince I writ to your Gravity to come to my 
\ Tents, that you might injoy my countenance ; ſo that I can ſcarce wonder ſuf- 
ficiently why you have ſolong delaid it : therefore now take one of the publick, 
Coaches and make all ſpeed to my Tents, that , having had experience of my 
kindneſs and affettion to you, you nay return into your own Country, God pre- 
ſerve you moſt dear Sir, Arrius hereupon (with his comarade Euzozx- ) comes 
to Conſtantine's Army, and offe: s him a petition, with a confeſſion of Faith 
that would have paſs'd very well before the Nicene Council, and now ſatisfied 
the Emperor Socr.l, 1. c. 19. & 20. infomuch that he writ to Anarthafins , now 
Biſhop of Alexandria, to receive him iato the Church : but Anathanaſius 
was of better mettle then ſo and abſolutely refus'd it, Upon this Conſtantine 
writ him another threar'ning Letter : When you have-underſtood bereby my plea: 
fare, ſee that youafford free entrance into the Church roall-thar detire 1t ;. for 
if I ſhall underſtand that any who delires to be admitte.. into the Church ſhould 
be either hindred or fo: bidden by you, I will ſend ſome oneof my Servants to 
remove you from your | Degree, and place another 4n-1 our ſtead, | Yer. Arha- 
#aſius ſtood it out ſtill , though other Churches reccived him into Communion : 
and the Heretick Novatms cou!d not have been more :;nrelenting to lapſed Chri- 
ſtians then he was to Arri#s. But this, joyned «ith ocher crimes which were 
laid to Athanaſins his charge, at the Council of 7yre, (though I ſuppoſe in- 
deed they were forged) made Arhanaſins glad to fly for it, and remain the 
firſt timie in exile. Upon this whole matrer it 15 my impartial opinion that 4r- 
714 or whoſoever elſe were guity of teaching -and publiſhing thoſe errors 
whereof he was accuſed, deſeried the utmoit Severity which conſiſts with the * 
Chriſtian Religion, And ſo willing I have been tothiuk well of 4rbanafims and 
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3 of the other, thatT have on purpoſe molded the reading , as I do the name- 
ing, of a book that I have hear'd tel{s the tory quite ocherwiſe , and have anly 
made uſe of the current: Hiſtorians of thofe' times; who all of them tell ic a- 
gainſt the Arrianvs. ' Onl I will confeſs, thar as in reading a particular Hiſto- 

at adventure a Man finds himſelf inclinable to favor the weaker party , eſ- 
pecially if the Conqueror appear inſolent;, ſo have I been affected in reading 
theſe Authors : which does but reſemble the reaſonable pity chat men ordina- 
rily have too for thoſe who though for an erroneous conſcience ſuffer under a 
Chriſtian Magiſtrate. Andas ſopnasI come to Conftantine , I ſhall for that 
reaſon change my compaſſion and be doubly ingaged on the Orthodox party. 
But as to the whole matter of rhe Council of XV:ce, I muſt crave liberty to ſay, 
that from one end tothe other , though the belt of the kind , it ſeems ro me to 
have been a piryful humane bulineſs, attended with all the il] circumuſtances of 
other worldly affairs , conduRted by & ſpirit of ambicion and contention, the 
firſt and ſo the greateſt &cumenical blow that by Chriſtians was given to Chri- 
ftianity. And it is not from any ſharpneſs of h:zmorthat T diſcourſe thus freel 


. of Things and Perſons, much leſs of Orders of men otterwiſe venerable , but 


that where ought is extolled beyond reafon and to the prejudice of Religion 
it is ceceſſary to depreciate it by true proportion, Ir is not their cenſure 0 
Arianiſm , or thedeclaring of their opinion ina c6n:roverted point'to the 
beſt of their underſtanding , ( wherein to the ſmalceſs of mine they appear t9- 
have light upon the truth , had they likewiſe upon the meaſure, ) *s could 
have moved me to tell ſo long a ſtory, or bring my ſelf within the danger aid 


aim of any cap:ious Reader , ſpeaking thus with great liberty of mind but little 
concern for any prejudice I may receive, of things that are by ſame men Idq- 
lized. Bur it 1s their Impolition of a new Article or Creed upon the Chriſti- 
an world, not being contained in expreſs words of Scripture, to be believed 
with Divine Faith, under Sp ritual and Civil Penalties, pn to the Privi- 


tedges of Religion ang their making a Precedent foſlow'd and improv'd by 
all ſucceeding ages fer moft cruel Perſecurions , that ouly could animate me, In 
digging thus for a new DeduRion.they undermined the fabrick of Chriſtianity; 
to frame a particular DoRrine they deparced fiom the general Rule of their Re- 
hgion, and for their curiofity about an Article concerning Chrift, they vio- 
hed our Saviour's firſt Inſticution of a Church not ſubjeR to any Addition in 
matters of Faith', nor liable ro' Compullion either in Belief or in PraQice. 
Farr be it from me inthe event as it is from my Intention, to derogate from the 
juſt aurhority of any of thoſe Creeds or Confeſlions of Faith that are receiy'd 
by our Church upon clear agreement with the Scriptures : nor ſhall I therefore, 
enſeſs ſume mens impertinence and indiſcretion hereafter oblige me , pretend to 
any further knowtedg of what in thoſe particulars appears in the ancient Hiſto- 
ries, But certainly if any Creed had been Neceſfary , or at leaſt Neceſſary to 
have been Impoſed, our Saviour himſelf would not have left his Church deRi- 
tute in aihing of that moment. Or however, after the Holy Ghoſt, -upoa 
bis departure , was deſcended upon the Apoftles, and They the Elders and Bre- 

thren

chrew ( for ſo it wasthen) were aſſembled in a legitime Council at Feruſa- 

lem, it wauld have ſcemed good to the Holy Ghoſt and them to have ſaved the 

Conncil of Nicethat labor, Or at leaftthe' Apoſtle Paul 2 Cor. 12. 2, and g. P 
who was caught up into Paradiſe , and beard unſpeakable words , which it is not 

lawful for any mas. to utter , baving thereby a much better opportunity then 

Athanaſixs to know the Doctrine of the Trinity , would not have been want- 

ing , through the abundance -4 that revelation , to forma Creed for the Church, 

ſufficient to have put that buſineſs beyond controverſy, Eſpecially ſeeing He- 

xelies were ſprung up ſo carly , and he foreſaw others, and therefore does: 

preſcribe the method how they are to be dealc with , bur no- Creed that I read 


of, | | 

Shall any ſort of men preſume to. interpret thoſe words , which to him were 
unſpeakable , by a Gibbriſh of their Inipoling , and force every man to Canr 
afcer chem what it is not lawful for aoy man to utter? Chriſt and his Apoſtles: 
ſpeak articulately enough in the Scriptures, wichout any Creed, as much as 
we are or ought to be capable of, And the Miniftry of the Goſpel is uſefal and: 
moft neceſſary, if it were but.to preſs us tothe reading of them , to illuſtrate 
oe place by the authority of another, to inculcate thoſe duties which are there- 
in required, quickning us both co Faith and PraCtice, and ſhowing within- 
what beunds they are both circumſcribed by our Sayiour's DoQrine; And 
it becomes every manto be able to give a reaſon and account of his Fa'th,and to 
be ready to dq it, without officioully_gratifying thoſe who demand ir only rofake 
advantage ; andthe more Chriſtians can agree in one conteſlion of Faith the | 
better. But that we ſhould believe ever the more for a Creed , it cannot be ex- 
peRted, In thoſedays when Creeds were moſt plenty and in faſhion, and eve-- 
ry one hadthem ar . ar fingers-ends, *rwas the Bible that brought in the Re- 
formation. . *Tistrye, a man would not ſtick to take two or three Creeds for 
a need, ratherthen want a Living , andif a man bave not a good ſwallow , 'tis - 
but wrapping them up in a Liturgy, like a wafer, and the whole doſe will go 
down currenily ; eſpecially if he wink at the ſame time and give his Aſſent and 
Conſent without ever —_—y on them. But witt.out jefſting, for the matter is- 
too ſerious. Every manis bound to work, out bis own Salvation with fear and 
trembling , and therefore to uſe all belps poſhble for his beſt ſatisfaRion : hear- 
ing, conferring, reading, praying for the aſſiſtance of God's Spirit ; bur 
when he bath done this, he is his can Expoſitor , his own boih Miniſter and: 
People, Biſhop and Diocels , his own Council; and his Conſcience exculing 
or condemning him, accordingly he eſcapes or incurs bis own internal Anathe- 
ma, Sothat when it comes once to a Creed , made and I: poſed by other men 
as a matter of Divine Faith, the Caſe grows very delicate ; while he cannor ap- - 
prehend , though the Impoſer may , that all cherein is cleariy contained in Scrip- 
ture, and.may fear being caught inthe expreſlions to oblige himſelf ro a la- 
titude or reſtriion , further then comports with his own fen'e and judgmear, 
A Chriſtian of honor , when it comes to this once , will weigh every word, 


every ſyllable, nay further, if he conſider chat the great bulineſs of this C mo

-cil of Vice was but one ſingle Letter of the Alphabet , about the inſerting or 
omi:ting of an /ora, There muſt be either thar exa&neſs in the Form of ſuch a 
Creed, as I dare ſay, no men-in the world e-er were or evcr will be able to 
modulate : or elſe this ſcrupulous private judgment: muſt be admitted ,: or other. 
wiſe all Creeds become. meer inſtruments of Equivocation or Perſecution. And 
I mutt conf.ſs, when'I have ſometimes conlidered with my ſelf the dulieſs of 
the Non-co:forniſts, and the acuteneſs on the contrary of the Epiſcoparians , 
- .and the conſcienciouinels of both; 1 have chought that our Church mignt ſafely 
ware the diffeceiice with them abour Ceremo:ies , and cry ir out upon: the 
CreeCs, which were both the more honorable way , and more ſuitable io the 
merho4 of the aacient Councils, and yer perhaps might do their buſineſs as 
effe&ually. For one vhatis a Chriſtian in good earneſt, whea a Creed is Im- 
poſed, will ſooner cat fire then take ic againſt his judgment, There have been 
Martyts for Reaſon, and it was manly in.hem : bur how much more would 
men be, for reaſon Religionated and Chriftianized ! But it is an inhumane 
,and unchriftian thing of thoſe Fairth-ſtrerchers , whoſoever chey be , chat -et- 
ther put mens Perlons or their Conſcien:es upon the torture, to rack them to 
the length of their Notions: whereas the Bereans are nade Gentlemen ard In- 
nobled by Patent in the Acts, becauſe they would not credit Paul hinſelf, whole 
writings now o.ake ſo greac a'part of the New Teſtament , untill ckey had ſearch-. 
e4 the Scriptare dayly whether theſe things were ſo , and therefore many of them 
believed, Andrhc:refore, although where there are ſuch Creeds , Chriſtians 
may for peace and conſcience-ſake acquieſce while there appears nothing in them 
flatly contrary to the words of the Scripture : yer when they are obtruded up- 
on 4 inan in particular , he will look very well about him and not take them up- 
on any Humane Authoricy. The greateſt Pretenſe to Authority is in a Council, 
But what then? ſhall all Chriſtians cherefore take their Formularies of Divine 
Worlhip or Belief, upon truſt, as writ :in Tables of Stone, like the Com- 
mandmenis , deliver'd frem Heaven and to be obeyed in the inſtant not conli- 
dered ;- becauſe three hundred and eig*teen Bilhops are mer in Abraham's 
great Hall , of which moſt mult be ſervants and ſome children, and they'have 
reſoly*d upon't 11 ſuch a manner ? No, a good Chriſtian will not , cannar at- 
turn and indenture his conſcience over; to be Repreſented by others. Ir is not 
as in Secular matters , where the States of a Kingdom are deputed by their fel- 
low Subj<Astotranſatt tor them , ſo in ſpiritual : or ſuppoſe it were, yet *rwere 
neceſſary . as in the Polsſh conſtitution, that nothing ſhould be obligatory as 
long as there is one Diſenter , where no Temporal Intereſts , but every man's 
Eternity and Salvation are concermed, The Soul ts too precious to be let. our 
at intereſt uponany humane ſecuri.y , that does or may fail , buc ir is only. ſafe 
when unzer Gol's cuſtody, in its own Cabinet. But it was a General Coun- 
cil. A ſpecial genera! ind<ed if you conſider the proportion of three hundred 
and cighteen, to the body of the Chriſtian Clergy , but much more to all 
Chiiftian Mankind, But it was a general Free Council of Biſhops. I do nor 
thtak it poſſible for any Councilto be fiee that is compoſed only of Biſhops , 
- al 
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and where they' only have the Decilive Voces. Nor that a Free Council that 
takes away Chriſtian Liberty. But that, as it was founded upon Nſurpation, 
ſo. ic terminated in Impoſicion. Bur *cis meant that ir was Free from all external 
Impullion, I confeſs that good :r1eat and drink , and lodging, and money in a . 
Man's purſe, and coaches and Servants , and horſes to attend them , did no vio- 
lence to*m, .nor was there any falſe Article in\it. And diſcourling now with 
one and then another of *m in particular, and the Emperor telling them this 
+ my opinion, I underſtand ic thus, and afterwards declaring his mind fre- 
ny rothem in publick; no force neither, Ay ! but there was a ſhrewd. 
way of perſualion in it. AndI would be glad to know when ever and which. 
free general Council it was that could properiy be called ſo : but was indeed a- 
meer:Imperial or Eccleliaftical Machine , no free agent , but wourd up, ſer on 
£0ing, andler dow by thedireRion and hand of the' Workman, A General 
Free Council is but a word of Art, and can never happen but under a Fifth Mo- 
narch , and that Monarchtoo, to return from Heaven. The Animadyerter will 
not allow the ſecond General Council of Nice to bave been Free, becauſe it 
was overawd by an Empreſs , and was guilty of a great faulr ( which no Coun-_ 
cil at liberty be faith could have committed ) the Decree for worſl.ipping of 
Images, Art-this rate a Chriſtian may. ſcuftle however for one: point among 
them, and chuſe which council helikes beſt. But in good earneſt I Co not ſer. 
but that Conſtantine might as well at this firſt council of Nice , have negotiated 
the Image worthip , as to pay-that ſuperſtitious adoration to the Biſho, s, and 
.that Proftration to their Creeds was an Idolatry more pernicious in the conſe- 
quence tothe Chriſtian Faith, rhen that under-which tt ey ſo lately bad ſuffer 'd - 
Perſecution. Nor can a council be ſaid to have been ar liberty which laid under 
ſo great and many obligations. But the Holy Ghoſt was preſent where there 
were three hundred and eighteen Biſhops, and directed them or three hun-- 
dred, Then, if I had been of their counſel, they ſhould hare fate at it all - 
their Jives, leaſt they ſhould never ſte him again afier they were orce riſen. 
Bur it concerned them to ſettle their Qucru at tirit by his Difates, orterwiſe 
no Biſhop could have been abſent or gone forth upon any occalien , but he Jet 
him our again : and it behoov'd to be very puncirs- in the. Adjournments, . 
'Tis a ridiculous conception, and as groſs as io make:!-m of the fame Sub- 
ſtarce with the Council. Nor needs there ary {tiong ar. ument ct his abſence, 
then their pretenſe to be aRuared by him , and in doing ſuch Work, The Ho. 
ly. Spirit! If ſo many of them when they got rogether , ated like- rational - 
Men, *rwas enough in all reaſon and as much as could be expected; 

Bur this:was one affeRation, among many othe1s, which the Bithops took'up 
ſo early , of the ſtile, priviledges, poe:s, and ſome ations ai d-geſtures 
peculiar and inherent tothe Apoſtles, whici they nuſplaced ro their own be- 
hoof and uſage: nay , and chalenged other things as Apoſtolical,, -rhat were'di- 
rely contrary ro the Doctrine and PraGtice of the Apoſties, For ſo becauſe 
the Holy Spirit did in an extraordinary: manner prelive among: the Holy Apo- 
fles at that Legitim@Council. of. Feru/alem, Atts 15. they, alchouph uncer 
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an-ordinary Adminiftration , would not go leſs whatever came on't: ray.; 
whereas the Apoſtles, inthe drawing up of their Decree dictated to them by 
the Holy Spirit | ſaid therefore no more but thus : The Apoſtles, Elders, und 
Brethren, ſend greeting uno the Brethren of, &c. Foraſmuch as, &'6. It 
ſeemed goed tothe Holy Ghoſt and u« to lay upon you no greater burthen then 
theſe neceſſary things : that ye abſtain from, &e, from which if ye keep your 


ſelves » you ſhall ao well .. Fare ye well. ; . 
This Council denounces every invention of its own y ( far from the Apoſtoli. 
cal modeſty, and the ſtile of the Holy Spirit ) under no leſs then an Anaihe- 
ma. Such was their arrogating to their interior degrees the ſtyle of Clergy ,till 
.cuſtom hath ſo much prevailed, that we are at a loſs how to ſpeak properly 
either of the name or nature of their fun&tion. Whereas the Clergy, in the 
true and Apoſtolical ſenſe, were only thoſe whom they ſuperctioully always * 
call che Laity : The werd Clerws beipg never but once uſed in the New Teſta- 
ment, and inthat lignification, and ina very unlucky place to9, Peter 1. 5. 3, 
where he admonilhes the Prieſthood , that they ſhould not Lord it or donineer 
over, the Chriſtian People, Clerum Domins or the Lord's Inheritance, But 
having uſurp'd the Title , I confeſs they did right to aſſume the-Power, But to 
ſpeak of the Prieſthood in that ſtyle which they moſt afteRt, if we conlider the | 
rature too of their Fun&tion, what were the C/ergythen bur Lay-mendiſguis'd, 
dreſt up perhaps in another habit? Did noc St. Pal himſelf, being a Terit- ma» ( 
ker, rather then be idle or burthenſom to his People, work of his trade , even | 
during his Apoſtleſhip,to get his living?But did not theſe,that they might negle& 
their holy vocation, ſeck ro compaſs ſecular imployments , and Lay Offices ? 
Were not very many of them , whether one reſpect their Vices or Ignorance, 
as well qualified as any other to be Laymen? Was it not uſual as oft as they me- 
ritedicto reſtore them , as in the caſe even of the three Biſhops, to the Lay- 
communion? And whether, if they were ſo peculiar from others, did the , 
Impolition of the Biſhops hands , or the lifting up the hands of the Laity con- 
ferr more to that diſtintion? And Conſtantine , notwithſtanding his comple- 
ment at che burning of the Biſhops papers , thought he might make them and 
unmake them with the ſame power as he did his other Lay-Officers. * But if the 
inferior degrees were the Clcrgy , the Biſhops would be the Church: although 
that word inthe Scripture-ſenſe is proper only to a congregation of the Faithful. 
And being by that ticle the only men in Eccleliaſtical councils, then when they 
were once aſſembled they were the Carholick, Church , and, having the Holy 
Spirit at their devotion , whatſoever Creed they light upen , that was the Ca- 
tholick, Eaith , witho:t believing of which no man be ſaved. By which means 
there roſe thenceforward ſo conſtant perſecutions till this day , that, had not 
the lictle invilivle Carholick, Churehand a People that always ſearch'd and be- 
liev'd the Scriptures, made a ſtand by their Teſtimonies and ſufferings , the * 
Creeds had deſtroyd the Faith ; and the Church had ruined the Religion. For 
this General council of. Vice and all others of the ſame conſtitution, did, an1 
can {erveto nd other end or effet,, then particular order bf menby their uſt & 
pin 
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ping a truſt upon Chriſtianity., to make their,own'Price and Market of-it ,. and 
deliver it up as oft asthey {ce their ownAdyantage, ... «A GG. 
_. For ſcarce was Conftantine's Head cold ,. but his-Son Conſftantiag , ſucceed- 
ing bis Brothers, being Influenced by the Biſhops of tae Arrian Party; turn'd 
the WrOpg ads of Chriſtianity outward , inverted the Poles of Heaven, and 
Faith (.if 1 may ſay ſo) with its Heels in-the Air, was forced to ſtand upon 
its Head , and play Gambols, for the Divertiſment and Pleaſure of, the. Ho- 
moiouſrans...i Arrianiſm was the Divinity thentin Mode, and he was an igno- 
rant and il Courtier, .or. Church man , that could not dreſs, and-would nor 
make a'new-Sute for his Conſcierice in the Falhion, And now the Orthodox 
Biſhops ( ic being given ro thoſe Men to be obſtinate for Power , bur flexible 
in Faith ;.) began ro wind abour inſenlibly, as the Heliorrope £ lower that 
keeps its ground , bur wreſts its Neck in turning after the warm Sun, from 
Day-break to Evening. They could look now upon the Synod of Vive with 
more indifference , andall thar pudder that had beenmadethere berwixt Zome- 
ouſios and Homeionſios,&c, began to appear to them as @ Difference ouly ariſing 
from the Inadequation of Languazes : Till by degrees they were drawn over , 
and, rather than loſe their Bithopricks , would joyn, anda: laſtbethe Head- 
moſt in the Perſecution of their own former Party. Butthe Deacons;;; to be 
ſure, that ſeer'd tie Elephants , were thorow-paced ; Mento be reckon'd and 
relied uppn.jn this or any other occaſion, and would prick on to render them- 
ſelves Capable and Epiſcopable , upon the firſt Vacancy.|. For row the A4r- 
rians in grain, ſcorning to come bebini the Glowniſh Homoouſians, inany Ec- 
cleliaſtical Civility , were reſolvedto give themtheir full of Periecution. And 
it ſcem'd a piece of Wit rather than Malice, to pay them in their own .Coyn . 
and-t0 Burleſque.them in.carneſt, by the repetition and heigluning of che ſame 
Seyerities upon chem , thatthey bad praQiſed upon others, - Had you the He- 
moonuſrans a Creedar Nice ? We will have another Creed for you at 4rin:1num), 
andat Selexcia, Would you not be content with ſo many ſeveral Projects of 
Faith conſonant to Scripture , unlels you migit thruſt the new word Zomoos- 
ſies down our throats , and then tear it up again, to make us contels it? Tell 
us the word, ( twas Homeieuſtos) weare.now upon the Guard, or elſe we 
Iliall run you thorow. Would you Anathernize, Baniſh, Imprifon , Execute 
us., and burn our Books ? You ſhall taſte of this Chriſtian Fare , and as you 
rejith ic , you, ſhall have more on't provided. And thus it went, Arrianiſm 
being Triumphant , bur the few fincere or ſtomachful Bilkops , adhering con- 
ftantly, and with a true Chriſtian Magnanimity , eſpecially 4rh4nfi.e« , rho- 
row all Sufferings unto rheir former .Confellions , expiated fo in 1o12e mea- 
ſure, what they bad committed in the Nicexe Council. - it

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Filsum axtom pram ;, at whieh when they began ro buſtle, Prey be quiet, faith 
he: Ifay, Parrem impinm eſſe, quia Colit neminem , Filiemwvero Pinm quia 
colit Patrem, ar which they then Laughed ag hearrity , as before they were An- 
ery. Bucchis I only noteto this purpoſs, thattherewerefome of the grear- 
eft Biſhops among the Zomoronſfians , as welt as the Homoonſrans, that could 
not reproach oneanothers Simplicity , and that it was not 1mpoſfible for the 
Ffany , to be Wiſer and more Orthodox than the Few, in Divine ' Matters, 
That which I cite him for as moſt Material , is , his Remark upon the Impoſitt- . 
on then of contrary Creeds: Which uerily, fanth he , was plainty the beginning 
of moſt great Calamities , for as much .o bereupon there followed a Diſturbanee, 
not unlike thoſe which we before recited over the whole Empire , and likewiſe 
a Perſecution equal almoſt to that of the Heathen Emperors , ſeized apon all of 
all Churches. For , althoughit ſeemed to. ſome more gentle for what conterns 
the Torture of the Bady , yet te prudent Perſons it appeared wore. buter and 
ſevere , by reafon of the Diſhonor and Igneniny.. For bark they who ſtirred up, 
and thoſe that were affliied with this Perſecurton, were of the Chriſtian Church, 
And the Grievance therefore was the greater and more wgly , im that the ſume 
things which are done amans Enemies , were Executed between thoſe or rhe 
fame Tribe and Profeſſion: But the Holy Law ſorbids us to carry our ſelves 
in that manner, even tothoſe thar are Without, and Aliens, And all this Mifſ- 
chief ſprung frommaking of Creeds, with which the Biſhops, asit were'ar 
Tting , aim'dto hir one another in the Eye , and throw the oppotite Party 
out of the Saddle. Bur if i chanced-that the weaker fide were ready to yield, 
(op what ſort of Men was there that could better Manage, or had their Con- 
ciences-more at command ar that time than the Clergy ? ) Then the Arrians 
would uſe a yer longer, thicker, and ſharper Lance for the purpoſe, '( for 
there: were never Vacancies ſufficient ) that they might be ſure ts run. them 
down, over, and thorow, and do their Bufineſs. The Creed.of Avimi- 
37; was now too ſhortfor the Deſign , but, ſaith-che Hiſtorian, rhey affiz'd' 
further Articles like Labels to it , pretending to have made us better, und ſo 
ſent ut thorow the Empire with Conftantius his Proclamation, that whoever 
world not Subſcribe it , ſhouldbe baniſhed. Nay, they would not admir their 
own beloved Six#li Subftantia, but , ro dothe Work throughly , the Arri-- 
az5 renoune'd their own Creed tor Malice, and madeit an Article; Fil:um Pa-- 
iri tam ſubſtantia, quam Veluntate, Diſſmilem efſe. Bur that is a ſmall] mat- 
ter with any of them, provided thereby they may do Service tothe Church, 
thar is their. Party. Sothat one ( ferioully ſpeaking ) that were really -Ortho- 
dox ,. could not thendefend rhe Truth or himſelf,, bur by turning ofd Arias, 
if he would impugn the new ones; ſuch was. the Subtilty, What ſhall I fay 
more ?. Asthe Arts of Glaſs Coaches-and Perriwgs illoſtrate this Age , ſo by 
their Trade of. Creed-making, then firſt Invented , we may eſteem the Witſ- 
dom of Conftantine*s, and Conſtantins his Empire. And in a ſhort ſpace, as is. 
uſual among Tradeſmen , where it appears Gairful , they were ſo many that 
ler: up of the fame. Proteſiion , that they could ſcarce five by one another.

Therefore uſts theſe words : But #ow that I bave tandem ali- 
quando, run through this Labyrinth of ſo many Creeds, I] will +athey np their 
wumber : And ſo reckons Nine Creeds more , beſides that of Nice , before the 
death of Conſtantine , ( a bleſſed Nuniber,) And I believe, I could for a 
need, make themup a Dozen, if Men havea mind to buy them fo. And 
hence it was that Z/ary, then Biſhop of Poift:ers, cepreſenth that ſtate of 
the Church pleaſantly , yet ſadly, Ssce rhe Nicene Synod, ſaith he, me ds 
nothing but write Creeds. That while we fight about words, whilft we raiſe 
Queſtions abont Novelties , while we Quarrel about things doubtful, and abore 
Authors , while we contend in Parties , while there is tifficulty 5h Conſent , 
while we Anathematize one another , there ss none now aloft that & Chriſt's. 
What a Change there us in the laſt years Creed ? The firff Decree commanils , 
that Homoonfios ſhould not be mentioned. Thenext does again Decree and Py- 
bliſh Homooulios, The third does by Indulgence txeuſe the Word Oulia, as uſed 
by the Fathers in their ſimplicity. The fonrth dors not Excuſe , but Condems it. 
It 1s come to that at laſt, that nothing among u« , or thoſe before us, can re- 
az14in Sacred or inviolable, We Decree every Year of the Lord, a new Creed 
concerning God : Nay, every Change of the Moon oxr Faiths alter'd, We ye- 
nt of our Decrees , we defend thoſe that repent of them; we Anathemize 
thoſe that we defended , and while we either condemn other Mens Opinions in 
our own , or oxr own Opinions wm _ of other Men, and bite at one another , 
we are zow all of ator im preces. This Biſhop ſure was the Aathor of the Na- 
ked Truth , and *twas hethat zmplicitly condemn*d the whole Catholick Church, 
both Eaſt and Weſt, for being too preſumpruous in her Definitions. | 
It is nor ſtrange to me , that Juliar , being but a Reader in the Chriſtian 
Church, ſhould curn Pagan: Eſpecially when I conſider that he ſucceeded 
Emperor after Conſftarrin:. For it ſeems rather unavoidable that a Man of great 
Wit, as he was, and not having the Grace of God to dire& it, and ſhow 
him the Beauty of Religion, rhrough the Peformity of its Governours and 
Teachers ; but that he muſt conceive a Loathing and Averlion' for it, Nor 
could he think thar be did them any Injuſtice, when he obſerved that , belide 
all their Unchriſtian Immorality roo, they Pratifed thus , againſt the Inſtitu- 
tive Law of their Galilear, the Perſecution among themſelves for Religion. 
And well might he add to his other Severities, rhat ſharpneſs of his Wit , both 
Expoſing and Animadverting upon them, ar another rate thafi any of the Mo- 
dern Practitioners with all their Study and Inclination , can ever arrive at. For 
nothing 1s more punithable ,,Contermprible, and'truly Ridiculons , than a Chri- 
ſian that walks contrary to his Profefſion'; And by bow'miichany Man ſtands 
with' more advantage inthe Church for Eminency , bur difobeys the Laws of 
Chrift by that Priviledg, Hes thereby , arid- deſerves to berte more Expoſed. 
But F*tian', the ſaft Heattien Emperor, by whoſe Cruelty it ſeemed that God 
would ſenlibly Admonifh once again the Chriſtian Clergy , and ſhow them by 
their own Smart, and an Heathen Hand , the nature ard odiouſneſs of Perſe- 
cution,. ſoon died , as is uſual for Men of that Imployment , not without a re- 
marka! le ſtroke of God's Judgment. I 2 Yer 
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Yet they , as if they were only. ſorry that they had loſt ſo: much time, upon 
his death ſtrove as eaperly toredeem it , and forthwith fell in very naturally in-. 
rotheirformer Animolities, For Jovianws being choſen Emperor in Perſia, 
and returning Homeward , Socr. l. 3.c. 20. the Biſhops of each Party, in 
hopes that theirs-ſhould be the Imperial Creed, ſtrait to Horſe, and Rode 
away with Switch and Spur, as if it had been for the Plate, to meet him; and 
he that had beſt Heels , made himſelf cock-ſure of winning the Religion. The 
Macedonians , who dividing from the Arrians , had ſer up for a new Herelie 
concerning the Holy Ghoſt, ( and they were a Squadron of Biſhops,). Petiti- 
on*d bim that thoſe who held, F:lium Patrs diſſimilem ,, might be turn'd out , 
and themſelves pur in their places : Which was very honeſtiy done , and above- 
board. The Acaciazs, that were the refined Arrians, but, as the Author 
ſaith, Jad 4 notable faculty of addreſſing themſelves to the Inclination of what-. 

vever Emperor , and having good Intelligence that he balanced rather to the 
Conſubſtantials, preſented him wich a very fair.Inlinuating Subſceiption , of a 
conlide:able number of Biſhops to the Council of. ice. Burinthe next Em- 
peror's time they will be foundto yield little Reverence to-their own Subſcrip- 
tion, For in matterof a Creed, a Note of their Hand, without exprelling 
the Penalty , could not it ſeems Bind one of their Order. But all that Fovia- 
24 ſaid tothe Macedonians, was; I hate Contention, but I lovingly imbrace 
and reverence thoſe who are inclinedts Peace and Concord, Tothe Acacians, 
who had wiſely given theſe the precedence of Application , to try the truth of 
their Intelligence,he ſaid no more (having reſolv'd by ſweetneſs and perſuaſions 
to quiet all their Controverſies ) but, That he would not moleſt any Man what- 
faever Creed be follow'd, but thoſe above others he would Cheriſh and Honor,who 
ſhanld ſhow themſelves moſt forward in bringing the Church to a good Agreement, 
He likewiſe call'd back-all thoſe Biſhops who had been Baniſhed by. Conſtantius 
and 7alian, reſtoring them to their Sees, And he writ a Letter in particular 
ro Athanaſpr , who upon Zulian's death , had enter'd again upon that of Alex- 
anaria, tobid him be of good Courage. And theſe things coming to the Ears 
of all others, did wonderfully aſſuage the Fiercencſs of thoſe who were Inflamed 
with Faitzonaxd C ontention : So that , the Court baving declared it ſelf of this 
Mind , the Church was ina ſhort time in all outward appearance peaceably diſ- 
poſed; the Emperor by this Means having wholly repreſſedall- their. Violence. 
Verily, concludes the Hiſtorian, che Roman Empire had been proſperous and hap- 
By , and beth the State and the Church ( he puts them too in that Order ) under 
/o good a Prince , muſt have exceedingly. flouriſhed , had not an Immature death. 
taken him away from managing the Governuient, For after ſeven Months , 
bein; ſetzed with amortal Obſtruttion , he dparted this Life.

For the Goths having mage Appls+ 
cation to him, he ;,ſauh Socrates, not will fore- ſeeing the Conſequence, adr.itred 
them to Inhabit in certain places of Thracia,pleaſeng hin ſelf that he (hoxld vythas 
means , always have an Army ready at hand againſt whatſocyer: Enenzc”; and 
thas thoſe Foraten Guards world firike them: with a greater Terrer, more by 
far than the Milwa of hts Subjetts. And ſo, ſlighttag the ancient Veterane 
Militia , wh:ch uſed to conſiſt of Bodies of Men raiſed proportionably in every. 
Province, and were ffout Fellows that would Fight AMdanjully; inſtead of thens 
he levied Money, rating the Conntry-at ſo much for every Souldzer, But thee 
new Inmates of the Emperors ſoon grew Troubleſom, as-is cuſtomary , and 
not oaly. infefted the Natives in Thracia., but Plundes'd' even.the Suburbs of 
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Whole People of the Ciry cried out at a * bitch SpeQacle, whete Yalens was 
preſent negleQing this matter , Give ws Arms and we will manage thicWay oxr 
ſelves. This extreamly provok'd him, ſothat he forthwith made an Expedi- 
-tion againſt the Gorhs : But Threatned the Citizens sf be tarn'd in ſafety, to 
be Reveng'd on them both for thoſe Contumelies, and for what under the Ty- 
.rant Procopius , they had committed againſt the Empire, and that he would 
Raze to the Ground, and Plaw up the City. .Yet before bs departure , out of 
feur of the Foraigu Enemy,, 'be totally ceas'd from perſecuting the Orthodox in 
Conſtantinople. But he-was kild in the Fight , or Flying into 4 Village that 
the Goths had fet on fire, be was there burnt to aſhes - to the great grict of | 
bis Biſhops, who, had he been Victorious, might have revived the Perſecu- 
tion. Such was the ead of his Impetuous Reign and raſh Counſels both as to 
his Government of State, in matters of Peace and War , and his Manage of the 
Church by Perſecution.

By this means every Creed was grown 
up to Teſt, and, under that pretence , the dezrrous Bifhops-ſtep by ſtep 
hooked within eheir Verge, all the buſineſs and Power that cond be carched 
thoſe Turbutences , where they mudled'the Water and Fiſhed after; By this: 
means they ftaixed on firſt t6 # Spiritual kind' of Dominion, and from tha.

is that 'baving awakened this jealouſy once inthe Magiſtrate againſt Religi- 
on , they made bo:hthe Secular and the'Eccleliaſtical Government ſo uneaſy 
ro him , that moſt Princes began to look upon their SubjzRs as their Enemies, 
and to imagine a reaſon of State different fromthe Intereſt of their People: and 
therefore to weaken themſelves by ſeeking unneceſſary & grie-ous ſupports. to 
their authority. Whereas if men could have refrain*d this cunr:ing , and from 
thence forcible, governing of Chriſtianity, jeaving ir ro its own limplicity , and 
due Liberty , bur cauling them inall other thingsto keep the King's and Chriſt's 
peace among:themielves ahdrowards others, «ll theilf that cou!d have come of 
it would have been that ſuch kind of Biſhops ſhould have prov'd leſs imple- 
mental; but the good that muſt have thence riſen to the Chriſtian Magiſtrate 
and the Church, then andever after , would have been inexpreſlible. 

- But this diſcourſe having run in a manner wholly upon. the Impolicion+of 
Creeds, may ifeem notto concern (and Idefire thar it may not reftet upon )' 
our Clergy ,nor the Controverlies which haveſo unhappyly vex'd our Church, 
ever lince the reign of Eaw.rd the Sixth unto this day.

But I ſhould rather hope from the wiſdom and Chriſtianity of the preſent guic's- 
of our Chruch, that they will ( afte: an age and more, after ſo long a- time 
a!moR as thoſe Primitive Bithops I have ſpoke of, yer ſuffered! the Novariarr 
Biſhops in every Dioceſs ) have' mercy- on ihe Nation; that hath: been upon” 
ſoſlender a matter as the Ceremonies: and Liturgy ſo long, ſo miſeably ha- 
raſs*d, Thatthey will have mercy upon the King, whom they know again{t 
kis natural inclination, His Royal-Intention, his many Declarations, they 
have induced to more Severitics, then all the Reigns ſince the Conqueſt will

For as long as the people of 
God jtands divided by ſo unjuſt and pernicious a Contention ,bow can it be that, 
I can have any eaſe in my own Spirit, Open therefore by your good agreement 
the way to me, that I may continue my Expedition towards the Eaſt ; and grant, 
that I may ſee both you and all the reſt of my people, having laid aſide your ani-. 
moſities z rejoycing togetber , that we may all with one voice give laud and £lo- 
ry, for the Common good agreement. and liberty, 10 Ged Almighty for gver.. 
Amen. But if neither the People, .nor his Majeſty enter into their conlidey- 
ation. I hope it is no unreaſonable requelt that. they will be mercitul, unto

take them : That they , whoare ſome of them ſo old that, as Confeſlors,

ſent , reſerving much more for better leaſure. Methinks ir might be of great 
edification , that thoſe of them who bave ample pofſc{lions ſhould be in a good 
ſenſe. Adultas inter opes inopes, That they would igſpe& the Canons of the 
ancient Councils , where are many excellent ones for the regulation of the. 
Clergy. Iſaw one, looking but among thoſe of the ſame Council. of Nzce, 
againlt any Biſhops removing from a leſs Bilhoprick to a greater, nor that any 
.of the Inferior Clergy ſhould leave a leſs living for a fatter, That is methinks: 
the moſt Natural uſe of General or any Councils to make Canons, as it were 
By-Laws for the ordering of their own Society , but they ought not to take 
-Out , much leſs forge any Patent to invade and prejudice x Community, It 
were good that the greater Cl-urchmen relyed more upon themſelyes ,. and 
their own direion, not building too much upon ſtripling Chaplains: that 
men may not ſuppoſe the Maſter (as one that has a good Horſe or a Fleet- 
hound ) attributes to himſelf the vertues of his Creature, That they inſpect

the Souldier. That, betaKking themſclyes ro this' Spiritual Warfare, they 

ought ro diſintangle from the. World.” Thart'tbey do not ride for a Penefice 
a9 if. it were for a,Foxtune or a- Miſtreſs ,, but there is more in-it, That they 
rake the Miniſtry up. not.as a Trade, and, Becauſe they” have heard of 1h;- 
t;ng7ron, in expectation that the Bells may (d chime rhiat they come intheir curns - 
to. be Lord Mayors of  Lamberh, That they makethem'underftand ,. as well 
as they can,, . what is-the Grace of God. Thar they"dd nor” come into- the 
Pulpit 00 full 'of Fuſtian or Logick, a good life is-a Clergy man's beſt Syllo- - 

ſm , and the quainteſt Oratory : and till they our-live*mthey will never get- 
the better of the Fanaticks , nor be able to preach with'Demonſtraridti of Spi-- 
rit ” with any effe&t or Aathority. Thar they” be: Lowly* ntmded, and no- 
Ralilers. 

And particularly , that the Archdeacon of Canterbury being in ill humor 
upon account of his Eccleſiaſtical Policy , may not continue to revenge himſelt 
upon the innocent Walloons there, by ruiningtheir Church which ſubfiſts up- 
on bras Eccleſiaſtical Power of His Majeſty and ſo many of His Royal Prede-- 
ceſſors,
